yesterday, which is 
substantially as 


follows: 


"Several weeks ago," says Mr. Da- 


vis. "I received a letter from a young 
fellow namd Jacobson, in Sanv Fran- | 
Cisco, who at one time 
worked for 


me, stating that he was broke and in 
need of money and that he would like 
to work for me again, If I would send 
him money or a ticket to come-here 
on. I also received several other let- 
ters from him begging me to send for 
him. I finally did send for him after 
making an arrangement with him to 
solicit orders for me. "When he arriv- 
ed heie he was so poorly clothed that 
I could not send, him out to work for 
me until I had bought him some new 
clothes and shoes and made him pre- 
sentable. He then went to

places where I had already worked up 
a good business and took a number of 
orders. In all he took orders amount- 
ing about $145, of which sum I re- 
ceived $107.50. I found that many of

goods were for nor anything about it, 
and most of his work had to be done 
over again. I paid him all the money 
he ever earned and 
more than he 


earned. 


"Now he has brought suit against 


me for $65 which he claims I owe and 
yesterday he had an attachment levied 
on my business. I have made arrange- 
ments to have the attachment remov- 
ed this evening. I feel that I am be- 
ing persecuted by 
envious competi- 


tors who aie jealous of the business 
I am doing. But they will find me a 
bad one to down 
I will be 
found 


right here doing business every day in 
the week, and doing more 
business 


than some of the people who are try-

of the houae of representatives, has 
dup up the following anti third term 
resolutions. Mr. Smith aays: 


I have seen no reference to the anti 


thjrd term resolution adopted by the 
house of representatives on December 
lb, 1875 (first 
se'ssion, 
forty-fourth 


congress). Ihat resolution submitted 
by Mr. Springer of Illinois and adopt- 
ed by the overwhelming vote of yeas 
223, nays 18 and not voting 38, is as 
folows: 


"Resolved, That in the 
opening of 


this house the precedent established 
by Washington and other presidents of 
the United States in retiring from the 
presidential 
office after th,eir second 


term has become, by universal con- 
currence, 'a part of our republican sys- 
tem of government and that any de- 
parture from this time honored cus- 
tom would be unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught with peril to our free institu- 
tions." 
' 


The affirmative was composed of 162 


democrats and 61 republicans, while 
the negative vote was entirely repub- 
lican, 
mostly 
southern, 
but 
eight 


northern 
republicans—Bradley 
and 


Hubbell of Michigan, 
McDougall 
of 


New York, Denison of Vermont, Page 
of California, Plaisted of Maine, Pratt 
of Iowa and Whiting of Illinois—vot- 
ing nay. 


Among the republicans voting yea 


were Garfield, Foster, Frye and Hale 
of Maine, Hoar Pierce, Crape, Harris 
and Seelye of Massachusetts, Kelley, 
O'Neill, Packer and Smith of Pennsyl- 
vania, Kasson, McCrary and James 
Wilson of Iowa, Conger, Waldron, Wil- 
lard and Williams of Michigan and 
Baker and Hunter of Indiana. Among 
the republicans 
not 
voting were 


Messrs.- Banks, Blaiije^ C anno j(i,> "Fay- 
well, Hurlbut, Platt of New York, Rusk 
and Hendee of Vermont. 


That resolution was aimed at pres- 


ident Grant,

Foul Play Suspected. 


V* Sunday afternoon the asylum ditch 
fender found the body of a dead man 
'floating in the water of the ditch a 
J«hort distance from 
the town. 
The 


poroner was notified at once and the 
body was removed to the undertaking 
parlors of Perkins & Oliver on Sierra 
t street. 
; There were no papers or other arti- 
'tcles found on the body by which it 
could be identified. The body bore un- 
mistakable evidences of foul play as 
the head and face had been bruised 
and beaten 
into 
an 
unrecognizable 


mass, and, although the coroner's in- 
quest will not be held until some time 
today, it is the opinion of 
everyone 


who saw the corpse that the man had 
been murdered. 


The coroner has given out the fol- 


lowing description of the 
man, 
by 


which he may possibly be identified: 


Age about 45; five feet five inches 


tall; medium stout; weight about 160 
pounds; black hair, brown eyes and 
short brown mustache. The body was 
dressed in a canvass coat, blue over- 
alls and gray cotton shirt. 


The general opinion is that the man 


was some laborer or country man who 
had come to town with some money to 
spend; that he had become intoxicat- 
ed and had gone into the tenderloin 
district, which Is infested 
with the 


worst kind of thugs and cutthroats, 
that he had there been 
robbed and 


murdered and the body thrown into 
the ditch which flows through that 
portion of the town 


When discovered the body gave evi- 


dence of having been in the water sev- 
eral days and was 
In an advanced 


state of decomposition. 


A coroner's jury was impaneled to- 


day which viewed 
the body, 
after 


which the body was interred as it was 
impossible to preserve 
it any longer. 


At the inquest today all the evidence 
possible to obtain will be be heard 
and a verdict rendered

MAKES EXPLANATION. 


A Complete Statement 
of 
Facts and 


Reasons Which,Governed the Recent 


Bond Transaction. 


To the Public—The State Board of 


Education, having completed the sale 
of United States bonds which fell due 
In 1907, now makes a full statement of 
the facts and reasons which have gov- 
erned them In this transaction for the 
Information of the people 


History 


It will be well In. the first place to 


give a brief history of the bond tran- 
saction from the beginning until the 
completion of the sale. 
About two 


years since, Governor Sadler advocated 
the sale of the United States bonds 
flue 1907, 
then in the Treasury, and 


the purchase of United States" Govern- 
ment bonds maturing in 1925. 
He 


showed, and we think clearly, that the 
State of Nevada would benefit very 
much by the exchange 
The State 


Board, not being acquainted •« 1th the 
details of the financial operations, hes- 
itated until too late about accepting 
the recommendation of Governor Sad- 
ler. 


During the past winter 
the atten- 


tion of the State Board of Education 
was called to the necessity of making 
an in"estrrent of 
the public school 


funds at once or losing the benefits by 
depreciation of the bonds and a lower 
rate of interest that would follow. The 
members of the committees on Educa- 
tion of the Senate and House were 
called into the goveinor's office to con- 
fer about the matter. No definite act- 
ion was taken by the members of the 
House; but they agreed that if the 
Mass, bonds, were found to be valid 
bonds, the exchange of the U. 
S. 


bonds for the Mass, bonds seemed to 
be a good and advantageous exchange 
'for the benefit of the public school 
fund of the State. 
Two members of 


the Board, keeping in mind the rec- 
ommendation of Governor Sadler some 
two years ago, were in favor of mak- 
ing the exchange of bonds according 
to the offer of Messrs Kelly & Kelly, 
of Topeka, Kansas, but the governor 
was unwilling to engage in the tran- 
saction with the amount of knowledge 
that he then had. 
Correspondence 


was entered into with the Treasurer 
of Massachusetts, the Chemical Nat- 
ional Bank of New Tork, the First 
National Bank of Chicago and t\vo or 
three other banks respecting the value 
of these bonds 
Letters from these 


various banks gave indubitable evi- 
dence that the bonds were regularly 
issued and were a valuable invest- 
ment 
During this inquiry the fact 


was brought out that the Massachu- 
setts State bonds had been, accepted 
by the United States Government as 
Deposits in the Treasury in place of 
United States bonds, thus showing the 


esteem in which the United States 
Government held- these 
bonds, 
f Al- 


though this evidence seemed to place 
th*' transaction beyond question, the 
governor requested a member of the 
Board to go to Chicago, Washington 
and Boston and inquire as to 
th? 


value of the Massachusetts bonds be- 
fore he was willing to take any stepn 
toward their purchase 
The members 


of the Board left home immediately 
at the governor's request and advised 
with the officers of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, with the Assistant 
Treasurer at Washington and with the 
Treasurer of Massachusetts at Boston. 
The value of the Massachusetts bonds 
was established beyond question and 
the 
fact 
telegraphed 
to 
Governor 


Sparks. 


The Law 


The powers of the Board of Edu- 


cation have been called in question. 
The statute which applies to the in- 
vestment of funds is found in Section 
1337 of Cutting's Kevised Statutes. 
It is provided flrst.that In no case shall 
any bonds be purchased without the 
State Board of Education making due 
and diligent inquiry as to the financial 
standing and 
responsibility 
of 
the 


state or states whose bonds it is pro- 
posed to purchase 


It is very clear that the State Board 


of Education compiled with the pro- 
visions of the statute and made 
the 


fullest inquiry into the financial stand- 
ing of the state, satisfying itself that 
the bonds were a safe and valuable in- 
vestment 


2 
The statute says that the Board 


of Education shall require of the At- 
toiney-General of this State his legal 
opinion as to the validity of any" Act 
or Acts of any State in which State 
bonds are issued. 


In accordance therewith, the Board 


of Education consulted with the at- 
torney-general at every step and ob- 
tained his legal opinion that the Acts 
on which these bonds were issued were 
valid. 


3 
The Act says that the Board of 


Education shall direct the State Trea- 
surer to negotiate for investment of 
a sum m United States securities or in 
the bonds of this state or in the bonds 
of other states at the lowest purchas- 
able price. 


The State Board of Education did so 


direct the Treasurer and made an ex- 
change of bonds which will result in 
keeping the public school fund 
in- 


impaired and will Increase the rate of 
interest as is shown In the conclud- 
ing portion of this statement. 
The Value of the Massachusetts Bonds 


The first and only question to be 


considered is this 
Are the Massachu- 


setts bonds a good and safe invest- 
ment9 
If they are a good and safe 


investment no further question can 
be raised against them. The State of 
Massachusetts is not only one of the 
oldest but Is one of the richest states 
in the Union 
It is furthermore very 


conservative in its financial operations. 
Its bonds 
are held 
in esteem 
by 


states and Individuals who desire a 
safe and good investment 
The Mas- 


sachusetts bonds which are now held 
in the State Treasury have not only 
a good standing in the money market, 
but similai bonds are held by the 
States of the "West and Northwest to 


the amount, in one case,- of over two 
millions of dollars, t aa an Investment 
for their public school fund. 
jXTnited 


States bonds are no longer a^ profitable 
investment. The interest upon United 
Statea bonds does not net to exceed 
1.81 per cent per annum, while the 
Massachusetts" bonds net the State of 
Nevada 3 per cent per annum. 
The 


result of this increase of earnings for 
the public school fund will be appre- 
ciated when the semi-annual dividend 
is apportioned to the public schools of 
the state. 
i 


The payment of the Massachusetts 


bonds is provided for by a sinking fund 
which Is created when the bonds are 
issued. A sinking fund tax levied each 
year IB calculated at a rate that will 
pay into the sinking fund 
sufficient

1907,

JAPS AND CHINAMEN. 


I 


T is said that Commissioner-General Sargent of the 


Immigration Bureau has discovered a strong oppo- 


sition on the Pacific Coast to the immigration of the 
Japanese. Itiia indicates that he has only lately learned 
that such opposition exists, but we, who live here, know 
lull well that the feeling <has prevailed for a long time. 
The Japanese are more progressive than the Chinese, 
fcut as the San Francisco Chronicle observes, they are 
Quite as unassimllable. 


The question of asslmilability though is really of minor 


consequence so far as the feelings of our people are con- 
cerned. 
There are social considerations involved, but 


they arise mainly from the character of the competition 
in the labor field. The competition of the Jap is essential- 
ly the same as that of the Chinaman, and in almost, if not 
quite, equal degree it undermines American labor. 


Many sentimentalists affect to legard the question of 


•wages as a sordid one 
These people have not looked 


veiy far into the subject, or they would know that wages, 
the amount that the American laborer can earn, affect the 
entire social fabric in this country, and consequently the 
morals of the nation. 


High wages will not make all working-men and women 


good and virtuous, nor will low wages make them all bad 
and depraved. But, speaking geneially, we find the most 
Vice and depravity where the most extreme povet ty pre- 
vails. 
In such an atmosphere the young aie permitted 


to grow up v>ith very little of either moral 01 intellect- 
ual training, and in many cases their sufferings lead them 
Into crime or vice . A hungry child is more likely to steal 
a loaf of bread than is one with a fully satisfied stomach. 
The \\orking people constitute the gteat mass of our pop- 
ulation, and -s\r tever reduces the measure of their com- 
pensation lowds them in a social \say by increasing the 
temptation to do wrong, and restricting their oppoituni- 
ties foi mental or moral improvement. 


Incidentally the social question involved in onontal 


-competition is very Important, although in most cases, 
perhaps, it s somewhat remote 
But every wozkingman 


knows that the competition of cheap labor makes his lot 
narcler, and he is equally opposed to such competition 
•whether it comes fiom a Jap or a Chinaman. This con- 
sideration 
shows 
the 
unwisdom 
of any 
attempt at 


American expansion into the Orient. 
It either means 


direct Asiatic industrial competition or it means the hold- 
ing of millions of people in subjugation in a manner al- 
together out of harmony with our sjstpm of Republican 
government 


WHEN LYING IS JUSTIFIABLE.

When lying is permissible. 
Ht> argues that it is proper to 


lie ivhen a lie will save the reputation of the liar or pre- 
vent him from undergoing punishment;

may lie under oath if he has reason to believe the crim- 
inal against whom he is to testify will do him bodily 
harm. 


So the list ia gone over, and we find, whe,n we haJve 


finished it, that, according to this Frenchman, lying is 
justifiable under almost every conceivable circumstance. 
<fa*raiigely enough, he forgets to mention the one point 
*>n which all gentlemen have agreeed. That it is always 
permissible to lie if it will save the reputation of a 
•woman. But perhaps he took it for granted that all his 
readers would agree on that proposition, so that it was 
liot worth while to mention. 


We hardly believe that the Frenchman • will make 


frnany converts to his creed. The man who wants to tell 
«. lie to gain some advantage over his fellow man is going 
*o tell the lie without waiting for authority from France 
•and without the consent of any nation on earth. The in- 
dividual -Kho is strictly honest and honorable and above 
board in his dealings will stick to the truth regardless of 
any false doctrines that may from time to time be pro- 
mulgated. 


A wise old philosopher said a good many years ago: 


"All men are liars." The world hasn't changed so much 
since his time. His statement is not liteially true, be- 
cause now and then we find men who refuse to be guilty 
of any deceptions whatever. Most of them, though, are 
liars, pessimistic though the statement may be and will 
be to the end of the world. 


Some men will lie to save themselves or somebody else; 


some lie for pecuniary profit, some lie fox the mere lust 
of lying when the truth would answer for their purpose 
as well or better than the lie. The natural liar don't go 
around hunting for justification, and if he is an adept, 
•when he is caught in one lie he tells as many more as he 
thinks necessary to get himself out of the first. 


Thera are justifiable lies, plenty of them, but we shall 


make no effort here to distinguish them from the lies that 
are unjustifiable. 
All men are the keepers of their own 


consciences and will have to decide for themselves as to 
•which is the best course to pursue. It is as impossible 
to lay down rules for lying as it is to lay down rules for 
the use of intoxicants. — Salt Lake Herald.
